Mr. J. A. Sullivan, who Is to look 
after the selling end of the chips 
from the old Gallaudet Monument, 
has reported to me that the response 
to his announcement of the sale of 
the chips at $i.oo per in a previous 
issue of the Journal was disappoint- 
ing. 

Only one person responded with 
cash. 

Another person responded with a 
very encouraging offer of assis- 
tance^ — Mr.' T. L. Anderson, of 
"Buff and Blue" fame, editor of 
the Iowa Hawkeye, asking Mr. 
Sullivan if he could send him a bag 
of 12 or 15 chips, which he might be 
able to sell at a meeting of the Mid- 
west Chapter of the Gallaudet Col- 
lege Alumni Association at the Ne- 
braska School on December 10th. 

The spirit behind that offer is ad- 
mirable. That it is so is attested to 
by the fact that Mr. Sullivan gave 
me his prompt assurance that he 
would accede to Mr. Anderson's re- 
quest for the chips. 

By the way, my attention has 
been called to the fact that during 
the Detroit Convention of the N. A. 
I), in 1920, a discussion arose as to 
the advisability of breaking the 
statue up into small pieces and sell- 
ing them under the auspices of the 
Gallaudet Statue Replica Fund Com- 
mittee. Mr. J. C. Howard, former 
president of the N. A. D , seemed 
to take that idea with great relish, 
for he promptly got up on the plat- 
form, a la Billy Sunday, proudly 
brandishing a ten dollar bill to the 
accompaniment of a loud bang on 
the table, and announcing with em- 
phasis at the top of his voice (signs) 
that the ten-dollar bill would 
go to buy ten chips of the old statue. 

Much to our chagrin, his ten dol 
lars were not forthcoming during 
the past week or so. May I remind 
Un as gently as I can of his promise 
at the Detroit Convention ? 

I am sure he will come across with 
the greenbacks iu due time. 

There is no doubt that there is a 
feeling in certain sections of the 
country that there has been too 
much of money-collecting for this 
or that fund, which has led to the 
" Let George do it" sentiment. 

May I, however, point out that, 
as President Cleveland once said, 
" it is a situation, not a theory, that 
confronts us?" 

What is the situation before us ? 

The old Gallaudet statue has been 
relegated to the scrap-heap at a barn 
not far away from the American 
School for the Deaf. It is quite a 
shame that it has had to descend to 
such a low state as undergoing a 
lingering, crumbling death iu a 
barn-unknown, unsung, unheralded 

Why not "resuscitate" it? And 
we are certainly trying to do that 
very thing. This view underlies 
the authority given to the A. S. D. 
Alumni Association by the N. A. D 
Gallaudet Statue Replica Fund Com- 
mittee as its "selling agent ?" 

In order to stimulate the sale of 
the chips, I should like to bring the 
following suggestions to your at- 
tention : 

Why don't organizations of the 
deaf throughout the country, write 
Mr. J A. Sullivan, American School 
for the Deaf, West Hartford, Ct., 
and request him, as Mr. T. L- An- 
derson did, to send them a bag of 
chips? They could sell a great 
many of the chips at any of their 
various social affairs to be held this 
month (December). 

The organizations should specify 
how many chips they want. They 
could return to him whatever are 
unsold together with the proceeds 
from the sold chips. 

To be more particular, let me 
name such organizations as Chapters 
of the Gallaudet College Alumni As- 
ition ( Pittsburgh, Akron, Wash- 
ington, D. C. , Chicago, Omaha, and 
so on), the Greater New York 
Branch of the N. A. D. State As- 
sociation, Alumni Associations of 
the various schools for the deaf, N. 
F S.. D. Divisions, social clubs of 
the deaf like Pas a Pas and Union 
League and athletic clubs. 

Do you want to know of one sure 
way to fustrate something that you 
don't like? Well, go over to 
Fui ope and learn what the European 
diplomats are in the habit of doing 
at conferences. That is, agree with 
the proposed action " In principle," 
with the result that it is, more often 
than not, strangulated in the closed, 
air-tight, and ear-proof conference. 



The organizations of the deaf in 
this country are American, not Euro- 
pean ; and therefore they will do 
mors than merely to agree with this 
appeal for action "in principle." 
If this be so, the Gallaudet Statue 
Replica Fund could surely go " over 
the top" by New Year's Day.

The new bnildi- gs for the Tennes- 
see School for Deaf and Dumb now 
being erected in Island Home Park, 
are thirty-seven per cent oomplete. 
Excellent progress is being made in 
the construction, and it is expected 
that the structures will be under 
roof noou after the first of Ja-inary, 
if not before. It is planned to have 
everything in readiness for the 
school to be installed in its new 
home in advance of the beginning 
of the session next fall. 

The foundations of the five new 
buildings ate completed, and the 
vvallis have progressed to receive the 
first, floor, joiots for four of the at rue* 
lures. The beating plant U just 
getting out of the ground. 

A splendid perspective of the 
group of buildings, as they will ap 
pear when completed, is presented 
above, this being from a drawing 
by Man and lloltnan, architects, of 
Nashville, which was made especial- 
ly for Hie Sunday Sentinel. The 
drawing shows the group, located 
upon the eminence in Island Home 
Paik, which was the site of the 
Country residence ol the late. Col. 
Erez I) ckinson, and of the barns 
and greenhouses and plaza, in 
which he took such a commendable 
piide. In more recent years it has 
been the home of Mr. ami Mrs. 
lluiy Galbreath, from whom the 
pioperly was acquired by the State 
of Tennessee. The Tennessee River 
adjacent to which the property lies, 
is shown in the back ground. 
When the botldtngs are completed 
and equipped, the school will vacate 
its present home on Asslyum Ave- 
nue. 

Louis Pope, Stale Commissioner 
of Insii'uiioiis, wis in Knoxville the 
past we-'»k and with V. L. Nichol 
son, geueral contractor, made a 
Complete, inspection of the project. 
Mr. Pops stated that he is well 
pleased with the progress being 
made. 

Materials for the construction of 
the five buildings are coming-in on 
time. 

The buildings are grouped in a 
quadrangle about the camps. The 
uHltirHl contour of the land aud the 
floe old treeson the lnwu are to be 
preserved as much as possible. 
On the west side the old Peiez 
Dickinson home is to be remodeled 
and used as a residence for Mrs. 
Ethel Pooie, superintendent of the 
home. 

On the south side, beyond the 
row of fine old trees, the two dor- 
mitoiies for girls will lie located. 
Beyond the domiiories a level of 
gioiind provides an ample space for 
playground for girls. The boys' 
dormitories is to be situated on the 
northern side near a natural am- 
phitheatre which will be used as ■ 
playgiound fot boys. A baseball 
diamond, footholl field and athletic 
court will be located north of the 
dormitory. 

In the eastern side of the qua 
drangle, directly opposite the official 
resilience, the main school building 
will be locaied. The boilers aud 
heating plants will be to the rear of 
this building. 

This arrangement leaves an open 
court WO by 300 feet, about which 
the buldinas are grouped. 

The administrative bidding is to 

he IWO stories in heigh, of (ire proof 
brick const Miction, and l?6 by 100 
feet in dimensions. Il will contain 
the administrative office, arts, tet< 

enc« and manual traiuig depart 
nients, an aaditorinni seating 700, 
library and twenty two class rooms 
in addition to vocational room- 
will also have boys dining room and 
dormitory, which .-pace may be nsed 
latei for oilier purposes. 

The girls' dormitories will be 
tin oe sloiies each, -1(1 by 97 feet 
and of (ire proof construction. 
They will each accomodate about 
seventy Jrls, two teachers, and will 
have a sun parlor, study room, hos- 
pital, dining room and kitchen. 

The boys' dormitory will be one 
story in height, and will 
accomodate forty five boys. It Is to 
be 50 by 86 feet. There will also be 
a study room sun parlor, hospital, 



and room for a teacher and the ma- 
tron. 

Total cost of the project will be 
$242,000. 

Mr. Nicholson is general contrac- 
tor, and Mair A Holmau, of Nash- 
ville, are the architects, designing 
and planning for the buildings. 
Barber «fc MoMurry of this city, are 
associate architects. Mr. Holmau 
was here last week, and expressed 
himself as being well pleased with 
t lie progress of the work. — Knox- 
ville (Tenn.)

Miss Florence Swartz, of Kenmai, 
was almost instantly killed at 4:12 
o'clock yesterday afternoon when she 
was hit and ground beneath a 
switch engine operating ou the 
Elmira division of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, at Hose Street crossing. 
The woman, who was deaf and 
dumb, had not. seen tbe apptoach- 
ing switch engine and bad walked 
direotly on the track when she was 
struck. 

Miss Swartz, who was an employe 
at the Lycoming Rubber company 
plant, bad left the factory and had 
started home. She was walkiug 
south on Rose Street and, upon 
reaching the railroad crossing, start 
ed to cross diagonally to tbe east 
side of the street just as tbe switch 
engine was coming eastward toward 
her. 

TRIED TO STOP HEB. 

William Uassett, of 1412 Dewey 
avenue, the watchman at the cross 
log saw the woman start across the 
l racks and called loudly as the ap- 
proaching engine bore dowu ou the 
crossing. 

Owing to bei defeclive heariug 
she failed to notice anything un- 
usual and kept on. Mr. Bassett 
dashed cross the track in an at- 
tempt to seize her bat was a few 
seconds loo late. Miss Swarnz step 
[ied directly iu front on the loco- 
motive, was knocked to Ihe gionud 
and dragged a short distance under 
the trucks of the cars. Tbe train, 
which had been moving at an 
estimated speed of eight or ten miles 
an hour, was stopped at ouce but 
her life had been crushed out. 
[lei skull was crushed in and one 
leg was broken. 

Unavoidable Accident 

The police were summoned at ouce 
and Coroner George L. Schneider 
was notified Owing to tbe cir- 
cumstances of the tragedy, which 
was plainly an jinavoidable accident 
it is probable that no inquest will be 
held.

JOKKPH W. ATCHEHON. 

Joseph W. Atcbeson died Novem- 
ber 6th, 1933. He lived, practical- 
ly, all bis life in the precincts of 
Pittsburgh, was one of the oldest 
and best known of tbe deaf residents 
of the city. He was nearly seventy- 
two years of age. He received his 
early education at the Pennsylvania 
Institution for the Deaf, entering 
the school in 1865. He was a class- 
mate of Andrew Donaldson, who 
still lives here. He remained bat 
six years at the Philadelphia school, 
tbat being the limit of time at 
schools for the deaf in those days. 

As soon as he graduated he learn- 
ed the trade of a bookbinder and 
worked in that capacity for the firm 
of Johnston & Co., of Pittsburgh, 
continuously for 44 years, leaving 
their service only a few years ago. 

Mr. Atcbeson was a member of 
the Trinity P. R. Church, of Pit- 
tsburgh, and took much interest in 
St. Margaret's Mission for the Deaf, 
and had the management of its af- 
fairs for years. He was also in- 
terested in mission work outside his 
own church. He was a staunch 
supported of the P. S. A. D., and its 
affairs, was a liberal contributor to 
the support of the Home at Doylea- 
town, and through him his brother, 
John, was led to bequeath $50,000 
to tbe Home as a memorial to their 
mother. 

For a number of years past Mr. 
Atcbeson bad been a member of tbe 
Board of Managers of the P. S. A. 
D., and held the officer of Vice- 
President for several years. 

Mr. Atcbeson had many friends 
and will be missed in Pittsburgh. 
At a recent meeting of the Pittsburgh 
Branch of the P. S. A. D., the fol-

Some 25 Chicagoans took advan- 
tage of the $5 round trip excursion 
to Jacksonville, Thanksgiving, lo 
attend the State School for the Deaf 
" Home Coming," attracted by the 
football game between Robey 
Burns* Illinois team and Foltz' 
Missouri eleven, won by the Mis- 
sourians 6 to o. This game, some 
claim, can be called " for deaf school 
championship of the United States." 
Burns' team is not the equal of last 
years,' losing five stars by gradua- 
tion last June — three of whom play- 
ed for Gallaudet this season. Illinois 
weight averaged 147; Kansas 160 
Burns is enthusiastic in his praise of 
the Kansas fullback, a heavyweight 
named Ringle, whom Burns opines 
has all the dynamic, dynamite— dash 
of Dewey Deer. "Ringle can run 
rings in a broken field," he states. 
He says Foltz is a corking good coach. 
Burns always was a gentlemanly foe- 
man. 

Tbis season Illinois won 6, lost 3; 
scored 137 to opponents 42. Kansas 
won 3, lost 3; scored 58 to 44. "But 
don't compare our relative scores," 
Burns warned, in fairness. "The 
Kansas school is so big, and so well 
coached, that it could get high school 
in all the State of Kansas to meet it.
